Indiana state legislature 
about

convene, the state board of health is 
prepared to ask for a radical change 
in the state’s method of fighting dis­ 
ease. 
Statistics 
compiled 
in 
the 
office of the state board of health 
and transformed into money values 
on the basis that a life 
is 
worth 
$5,600, the average court vipue, are 
startling. 
They show that the loss 
through preventable disease in 
one 
year is approximately 
$57,000,000. 
The state board declares 
that 
to 
master the situation, a large corps 
of trained men who give their whole 
time to the work, should supplant the 
county health officers who are poor­ 
ly paid and give part time. 
“Give us 
103 
all-time 
trained 
health qfiieers in the place 
of 533 
part-time untrained ones now 
em­ 
ployed, then, at practically the same 
cost, we will save four or five thou­ 
sand lives annually and prevent a 
proportionate 
amount 
of sickness 
and disease. 
The money saving will 
he not less than $10,000,000 annu­ 
ally,” s a y s a statement prepared by 
the state board. 
(¿voting Disraeli t*> the effect that 
“The care of the public health is the 
first duty 
of the 
statesman,’, the 
board cites a few of the statistics, 
The deaths from preventable 
dis­ 
ease- in 1913 were by actual count 
11,539. 
The average court cost of 
a human life is $5,000. 
Then 
the 


l o s s in that year was 
$57,685,000, 
the board reasons. 
“Hygiene can prevent 70 percent 
of these deaths, hence 
we 
pennit 
8.0(H) unnecessary deaths 
annually 
in Indiana. 
This is a shameful loss 
equivalent to the destruction of one 
city like Uonnersvilie, or Valpariso 
or two cities like Boonville and Tip­ 
ton," says the statement. 
The sav­ 


ings possible to the state are then 
$43,283.500, according to the board. 
The statement then takes up sick­ 
ness that is preventable and 
says 
that there were 115,900 
cases of 
preventable disease which recovered. 
If each case cost $10, a low estim­ 
ate, then a further cost and loss of 
$1.253,900 appears. 
The total an­ 
nual loss to Indiana through preven­ 
table disease is then placed at $44,- 
398,890. 


“ T h i s i s an awful loss,” the state­ 
ment continues, “and ineompetency 
only can explain it. 
But let us dis­ 
count it to satisfy any carper who 
might object. 
Instead of estimating 
the loss at $44,398,890 just call it 
$20,000,000. although a banker and 
two business men all widely known 
said not to do so. 
“To save $20,000,000 or even $1,- 
000,000 is certainly 
worth 
while. 
Shall an effort be made, or shall we 
pennit the loss to continue?” 
The plea is then made for 
the 
corps o f 103 trained men 
to work 
under the st a te board’s direction and 


to give their entire time to the pre­ 
vention of disease. 
The state board of health t ails up­ 
on the good citizenship of the state 
to use its influence in this “safety 
first” idea in order that disease pre­ 
vention may he placed on a system­ 
atic basis.

Peculiar Situation in Wayne County 


Because of Make-up of. County 


Commissioners. 


Interesting statistics showing, the 


remarkable gains made by the re- 
publicans at the November election 
in the matter of the number of town- 
ship trustees elected throughout the 
state have been compiled by L. W. 
Henley, secretary of the Republican 
state committee. 


The statement shows 
the 
total 


number of voting precincts in each 
county, the number of townships, the 
number of Republican trustees elect- 
ed, the number of Democrataic trus- 
tees, and the number I of Progres- 
sive trustees. It also shows how 
many election inspectors the Repub- 
licans, Demoerate and Bull Moose 
will have at the1 1916 election. 


At the recent election 427 Republi- 


can candidates for township trustees 
were successful at the 
polls, 549 


Democrats and 37 Progressives. The 
office of'the trustee in one township 
in Sullivan county is still in 'doubt 
as a contest is pending. The Repub- 
licans elected township trustees in 
every county in Indiana, with three 
exceptions, and the Democrats elect- 
ed trustees in all except two counties. 
The Republicans were shut out in 
Adams, Blaekford and Boone, while 
the Democrats were shut out in Ver- 
milion and Union. 


It was a "dag fall'' between the 


Democrats and Republicans in Cass,

Indiana state legislature about to 
convene, the state board of health is 
prepared to ask for a radical change 
in the state's method of fighting dis- 
ease. Statistics compiled in the 
office of the state board of health 
and transformed into money values 
on the basis that a life is worth 
$5,000, the average court value, are 
startling. They show that the loss 
through preventable disease in one 
year is approximately $57,000,000. 
The state board declares 
that 
to 


master the situation, a large corps 
of. trained men who give their whole 
time to the work, should supplant the 
county health officers who are poor- 
ly paid and give part time. 


"Give us' 103 
all-time 
trained 


health officers in the place of 533 
part-time untrained ones now em- 
ployed, then, at practically the same 
cost, we will save four or five thou- 
sand lives annually aud prevent a 
proportionate amount of sickness 
and, disease. The money saving will 
be not less than $10,000,000, aunu- 
allyj" says a statement prepared by 
the state board. 


Quoting Disraeli to the effect that 


"The care of the public health is the 
first duty of the statesman," the 
board cites a few of the statistics, 
TJi'6' deaths from preventable 
dis- 


eases in 1913 were by actual count 
11,539. The average court cost'of 
a human life is $5,000. 
Then the 


loss in that year was 
$57,685,000, 


the board reasons. 


"Hygiene can .prevent 70 percent 


of thesje deaths, hence ' we permit 
S,bM£umieeessi:iry' deallis 
annually 


in Indiana i This is a shameful loss 
cquiViilent to the destruction of one 
city like Connersvillc, or Valpariso 
or two cities like Bbonville and Tip- 
ton," says the statement.

Joe Dickman, custodian ot 
the court house, explained that tlie
